Most people know of the bolder 
and more familiar specimens, 
such as the blue lupin, the gay 
Indian paint brush, the brodea, 
tidy tips, thistle, wild larkspur, 
mariposa lilies, tiger lilies, etc., 
but there are other flowers, not 
so well known because harder to 
find, such as the dainty shooting 
star, the wild rose, the wild 
sweetpea, and many other kinds 
of wild flowers, of which there are 
4000 varieties in California. 

But while enjoying the pleasure 
of hunting out these flowers in 
their natural haunts, every one 
should bear in mind the fact that 
many of them are protected by 
state and county laws and that 
it is unlawful to pick them. As 
a general rule the blossoms of 
the seed flowers are carefully pro- 


tected, otherwise the species 
would soon be entirely destroyed. 
While the bloom of bulb plants 
may be picked without  detri- 
ment, the bulbs must not be 
disturbed. 

Since it is not always easy to 
know the seed flowers from the 
bulbs, a very safe plan to fol- 
low is to leave all wiid flowers 


as they are found that the next 
one who comes that way may 
also enjoy them. 

It is well-known to 
ple that the flowers given  be- 
low, among many others, 
protected by county ordinance 
which reads in part: 

“It shall be unlawful
